And, 
though her lips kept tight, the answer 
of Eve—‘“because!”"—-came from _ the 
depths of her eyes. She admitted slay- 
ing Captain Spratling; she even de- 
scribed it. She circled around an ex- 
planation—explaining in a thousand 
ways, yet never explicitly. 

Denies Monk Statement. 

Whether the effects of Captain Edgar 
J. Spratling, whom she slew, will fur- 
nish a key to the mystery remains to 
be ‘seen. Though it is reported that 
letters from Mrs. Adams, bearing out 
the statement made by Mrs. Maud Monk 
that the slayer was actuated by jeal- 
ousy, have been found, officers who 
made an examination of the captain's 
belongings will not talk. Mrs. Adams 
flatly denies the entire statement of 
the Monk woman. 

Direct contradiction of the prison- 
er’s statement to a Constitution corre- 
spondent this morning that she had not 
seen Captain Spratling for a year, 
reached Camp Harris this afternoon in 
the form of a report from Atlarta 
that the dead man had administered 
treatment to his slayer last Wednes- 
day in his office, at which time he was 
in Atlanta on camp leave. 

Mrs. Adams told her § interviewers 
that the last time she had been treated 
by her victim was August one year 
azo, claiming he attacked her in 
his office, after which she had never 
seen him until she fired upon him Fri- 
day. Her only explanation of the deed 
was, “He ruined my home.” She would 
go no further toward elucidation. 

Macon cburt and police officials are 
inclined to believe the story of Mrs. 
Monk, and expect future disclosures to 
be that the woman sfot because of in- 
san jealousy superinduced by her ap- 
proaching maternity, which probably 
tended to develop hallucinations. 

In her cell this morning she grew 
impatient when the roprters undertook 
to pin her down to a definite explana- 
tion. It was as though it was an im- 
position to expect her to tell exactly 
why she had done it; as though a 
woman needed only that reason—‘“Be- 
eause!”’ She shot him! Yes! She was 
justified! She had justifiable cause, and 
if the public or the newspapers didn’t 
believe it—well, they could wait until 
the time came for her to submit all her 
evidence! 

Looks Like Schoolgirl. 

This was the attitude of Mrs. Adams 
when three newspaper men were ad- 
‘mitted to her cell this morning. She

tates of her heart. 

She has eyes of the deepest blue. They 
are clear and candid. She has the 
naivete of a schoolgirl. Despite her 
30 years of age, she looks not unlike a 
schoolgirl wife—a girl paused at the 
bridge that crosses to motherhood. 

Eve Driven From Garden. 

She has the most wistful smile I 
have ever seen. It is more of a tear 
than a smile, because it looks like the 
suddtn scamper of sunshine before the 
April shower. There in the bleak con» 
fines of her cell, with the sunshine 
beating against the bars, she is truly 
Eve driven by her own hand from the 
garden. She is depending solely on 
the dictates of destiny. Even in view 
of the fact that she shot down a man 
she ig pitiful, because she is a helpless 
woman in jail. 

In effort to get an explicit motive 
from her, a reporter read her husband's 
interview in The Constitution, in which 
he declared she was justified in shoot- 
ing Captain Spratling. She listened at- 
tentively, silent, motionless, as the 
man’s voice read out in monotone.

WAR OF EXTERMINATION 
CHARGED TO FRENCH 


Berlin, August 26.—(By Wireless.)— 
The charge that the French have an 
organized force whose duty it is to ex- 
terminate all the Germans found in 
captured trenches is made in a state- 
ment issued today by the Overseas 
News agency as follows: 

‘The French sometime ago _  intro- 
duced a new fighting system which is 
the most cowardly and flagrant viola- 
tion of the laws of war developed up 
to this time. Coincident reports con- 
firm the fact, not known until now, that 
within companies special detachments

to remain behind in captured trenches 
and exterminate all Germans yet alive. 
The troops are called ‘nettoyeurs’ 
(cleaners or sweepers). Their equip- 
ment is not the rifle, cartridges and 
bayonet of other soldiers, but the re- 
volver, knife and hand grenade. 

“When the French storming column 
succeeds in crossing a trench the ‘net- 
toyeurs’ enter and start the work of 
cleaning the trenches of all the living. 
Hand grenades are thrown in the dug- 
outs, where there are often wounded 
men. Those who pesape from the hand 

renades are killed Dy revolver and 

nife when they attempt to come out. 
This terrible slaughter is continued 
from man to man. FEvery man, whether 
wounded or not, whether armed or not, 
is mercilessly stabbed or shot.” 


BRITISH AEROPLANES 
DASH OVER BELGIUM 


London, August 26.—British aero- 

lanes have made another dash over 
Beigium, saci barbie to the vicinity of 
Namur, 36 miles southeast of Brussels, 
and bombarding German airship sheds. 
One aeroplane is missing. An official 
account issued today says: 

“Early Friday morning an attack was 
carried out by naval aeroplanes upon 
enemy airship sheds near Namur. The 
sheds were successfully bombarded and 
two of them were hit, but due to low

|GROUND GAINED 
BY THE BRITISH. 


London, August 26.—A heavy attack 
made by the Prussian guard against 
British positions at Thiepval, on | the 
Somme front, was repulsed by the 
Worcestershire and Wiltshire regi- 
ments, it was officially announced this 
afternoon. 

Further progress by the British in 
their attack on Thiepval is also report- 
ed, ground being gained on both sides 
of Mouquet farm, notably to the south- 
west, where 400 yards of German 
trenches along the Courcelette—Thiep- 
vai road were captured. 

The statement.reads: 

“The enemy bombarded our first line 
trenches along the greater portion of 
our front south of the Ancre at various 
times from 7 o'clock last night until 
early this morning. 

“Covered by his artillery fire, he at- 
tacked our positions west of Guille- 
mont between the quarries and the 
Montauban-Guillemont road. He did 
not reach our lines at any point and 
was repulsed with loss. 

“Near Mouquet farm we made fur- 
ther progress, both on the east side of 
the farmstead and also southwest, 
where we have taken another 400 yards 
of the enemy’s trenches along. the 
Courcelette-Thiepval road. 

“The importance attributed by the 
enemy to the Thiepval sector of his 
line is shown by the great efforts he is 
making to recover his lost ground in 
the Leipsic salient. Recently he has 
been affecting a great concentration 
of guns in this area to oppose our 
progress and support his attacks. 

“Last night he delivered an attack 
in considerable force on our new 
trenches south of Thiepval village. This 
attack was made by troops of the 
Prussian guard and was preceded by a 
very heay bombardment which com- 
menced at 7 p.m. The attack, launch- 
ed at about 7:30 o’clock, was pressed 
with determination, but everywhere 
was repulsed with heavy loss to the 
enemy and we maintained all our posi- 
tions. 

“The success of our defense is large- 
ly due to the steadiness and deter- 
mined gallantry of the Wiltshires and 
of the Worcestershire men who, in 
spite of being subjected to very heavy 
bombardment steadily maintained their 
positions and repulsed the determined 
assault of the enemy. 

“Opposite Auchy we exploded two 
mines and occwpied both the craters, 

“There is nothing to report on the re- 
mainder of our front.” 

London, August 26.—German troops 
attempted twice to enter the British 
lines in front of Bethune, north of 
Arras, says tonight's British war office 
communication. On the Somme the 
Germans bombarded the Mametz wood 
and trenches north of the Delville- 
wood. Fighting continues in the region 
of the Mouqut farm. 

The statement reads: 

“The enemy’s artiller bo 
Mametz wood about midday sag 
our trenches north of the Delville wood 
during the afternoon. Around the Mou- 
quet tarm fighting continued today. In 
this area and in the trenches south of 
Thiepval we have captured one German 
officer and sixty-six men of other ranks 
during the last twenty-four hours. 

“Two hostile attempts, on one of 
our saps south of the Bethune-La Bas- 
see road this morning were driven back 
by our rifie fire. The, enemy shelled 
Roclincourt (north of Arras) La Cou- 
ture and our trenches east of Zillebeke 
(east of Ypres) during the day and. 
there was also much trench mortar ac- 
tivity on both sides near the Hohenzol- 
lern redoubt. Yesterday our batteries 
successfully engaged many enemy gun 
positions, some of which were destroy- 
ed or otherwise damaged. 

“Our aircraft attacked. many points 
of military importance behind the 
enemy’s lines, dropping in all about

announced officially today. Eighty- 
seven men were saved. 

The torpedoed vessel was the armed 
boarding steamer Duke of Albany. The 
announcement follows: 

“The British armed boarding steam- 
er, Duke of Albany, was torpedoed 
and sunk in the North Sea on Thurs- 
day by an enemy submarine. The 
commander and 22 men were lost. Elev- 
en officers and 76 ratings were saved.” 


The British merchant steamer, Duke 
of Albany, which probably is the craft 
alluded to in the official statement, 
was a vessel of 1,997 tons gross, built 
in 1907 and owned in Glasgow.

DORSEY FAR IN LEAD,

ALL WIRE SERVICE 


New York, August 26.—Telephone 
and telegraph service thronghout the 
country were sériously crippled to-, 
night by the aurora borealis describe@ 
by the officials of the companies in 
this city as perhaps the most depress- 
ing on wire circuits in many years. 


The disturbance, according to the 
officials, was first observed about 7 
p. m. By midnight, it was said, the 
service of the telegraph companies east 
of Chicago and as far west as Min- 
neapolis, was only about 50 per cent 
normal. Southern circuits were slight- 
ly affected. 

It was explained that in some in- 
stances the foreign battery caused by 
earth currents ranged from 75 volts 
positive to 75 volts negative. At Min- 
neapolis, where, tt was said, the sky 
was unusually bright, telegraph and 
telephone circuits virtually were put 
out of commission for several hours. 

The fact that wires running east 
and west suffered more than those 
traveling in a southern direction was 
attributed to parallel earth currents. 


JAIL STORMED BY MOB 
IN ORDER 10 GET NEGRO 


Jess Hammet Hanged to Tele- 
graph Pole for Attempting 
to Assault Woman. 


Shreveport, La., August 26.—A mob 
of about 1,000 citizens of the oil sec- 
tion of Caddo parish stormed the town 
jail at Vivian, 20 miles north of Shreve- 
port, today, took possession of Jess 
Hammet, negro prisoner, and hanged 
him to a telegraph pole. Hammet had 
confessed to entering the bedroom of 
the wife of an oil driller armed with 
a butcher knife and making an attempt 


to assault her. The woman fully identi- 
fled the negro as her assailant. 

The attempt at assault occurred early | 
Friday morning. Deputies captured 
Hammett later in the day and made an 
unsuccessful attempt to convey him to 
Shreveport in an automobile. They 
were forced to take to the woods with 
their prisoner, but were found there 
by the mob and compelled to surrender 
Hammet. 

The mob threatened lynching, and ap- 
peals were made by several citizens to 
let the law take its course. Among 
those who asked the crowd to disperse 
were the parents of the woman. Word 
of the gathering of the mob was tele- 
phoned to Shreveport, and Judge 
John R. Land, District Attorney W. 
A. Mabry, Chief Deputy Sheriff I. 
E. Stokes and a number of special depu- 
ties left in automobiles for Vivian in 
an effort to prevent the lynching. They 
were on their way when the jail was 
stormed and the negro hanged. 

No shots were fired by the mob. 
After the lynching the crowd dispersed. 
Hammet was employed for a number 
of years by the father of the woman, 


and nursed as an infant the woman | 
whom he subsequently tried to olitralge.

BULEARS REPULSE 
18 SERB ATTACKS 


Losses of Serbians Reported 
Large — Bulgars Reported 
to Have Taken Greek Fort 
and Killed Garrison. 


Sofia records the repulse of eighteen 
consecutive attacks by Serbian soldiers 
northwest of Saloniki. The Serbian 
losses are said to have been large. 
Northeast of Saloniki the Bulgarians 
apparently without opposition from the 
Greeks, have seized a good part of 
northeastern Macedonia for fifty miles 
along the Aegean. 

The Bulgarians now have an addi- 
tional frontage along the Aegean and 
are nearing Orfano, fifty miles north- 
east of Saloniki, thus pressing in on 
the allied troops along the Struma. No 
allied advances are reported. London 
reports that British aeroplanes have 
bombed camps south of Demir-Hissar 
at points recently within the Anglo- 
French lines north of the Struma. 


BULGARS KILL 
GREEK GARRISON. 


Paris, August 26.—The Bulgarians 
have attacked and captured the Gréek 
fort of Startila, after killing its com- 
mander, Changas, and the entire garri- 
gon, which offered spirited resistance, 
says a Saloniki dispatch to The Matin. 

The dispatch is dated August 23, and 
was delayed. 


SERBS BEATEN, 


 BULGARS CLAIM. 

Sofia, August 26.— (Via London.) — 
After severe fighting on the Bulgarian 
right wing on the Macedonian front, 
the Serbians have been defeated with 
very heavy losses and compelled to 
retire, the war office announced today. 
Bighteen consecutive attacks were 
made by the Serbians. 

On the eastern end of the front Bul- 
garian forces have reached the Greek 
Aegean coast and put British cavalry 
detachments to flight. Several vil- 
lages have been occupied by the Bul- 
garians. 

The statement reads: 

“Our offensive on our right wing 
fon the western end of the front) con- 
tinues. In the region of Moglenica 
mountain considerable Serbian forces 
of the Schumadie division, supported 
by neighboring troops, from the night 
of August 21 until the afternoon of 
August 23 attempted eighteen consec- 
utive attacks against our advanced po- 
sitions in the section of Kurkuruz and 
Kovel.

The Sofia announcement discloses a 
wide extension of the Bulgarian occu- 
pation of Greek territory. The area 
now taken over skirts the Aegean for 
about fifty miles. Apparently the Bul- 

arians have seized all northeastern 
Geauce from the Bulgarian border to 
Orfano, where the old front ended. They 
are thus established over a large sec- 
tion on the eastern flank of the entente 
allies. 


GREEKS WANT 
TO FIGHT BULGARS. 


Saloniki, August 26.—(Via Paris.)— 
A large popular meeting was held here 
last night to protest against the oc- 
cupation of Greek territory by Bulga- 
rians. It was followed by a demon- 
stration for Venizelos and the singing 
of the national hymn. The crowd then 
marched to the headquarters of Gen- 
eral Sarrail, the entente commander, 
and sang the “Marseillaise.”” A formal 
protest against the Bulgarian occupa- 
tion was drawn up and left with the 
prefect of police. 

Dispatches from Athens say the gov- 
ernmént is much concerned about the 
liberal party manifestation which is 
being organized for Sunday and threat- 
ens to hold counter demonstrations of 
supporters of the King. 


ALLIES CONSIDER 
CASE OF GREECE. 


Athens, August 26.—(Via Paris.)— 
The present political and military sit- 
uation, says The Patris, has resulted 
in an exchange of views among the en- 
tente powers regarding the attitude to 
be taken towards Greece. 

It is questioned by entente diploma- 
tists, the newspaper states, whether the 
measures agreed to by Greece in re- 
sponse to allied demands, including de- 
mobilization and a government offer- 
ing all necessary guarantees for be- 
nevolent neutrality, are now sufficient. 


ITALIANS OCCUPY 
GREEK TERRITORY. 


Paris, August 26.—A dispatch from 
Avlona tonight states that the Italians 
have occupied Porto Palermo and the 
summit of Mount Kalarat, in southern 
Albania, in order to watch the Alba- 
nian coast north of Cape Kephali, 50 
miles southeast of Avlona, in which 
district there is said to be an Aus- 
trian submarine Dase.

FRENCH REPULSE 
GERMAN ATTACKS. 


Paris, August 26.—After an intense 
bombardment last night the Germans 
launched an infantry attack west of 
Tahure in the Champagne. They pen- 
entrated the French position, the war 
office announced today, but subsequent- 
ly were expelled. German attacks on 
the Somme and Verdun fronts were re- 
pulsed. 

The German attack on the Somme 
front was made at Hill 121, near the 
town of Maurepas, recently captured 
by the French, 

On the Verdun front east of the 
Meuse the Germans attacked the 
French line between Fleury and Thiau- 
mont, after a heavy bombardment, but 
were able to make no advance. 

Aerial engagements occurred all 
along the front. Three German aero- 
Planes were shot down in the Somme 
sector, one near Craon and another on 
the Verdun front. Six others were dam- 
aged and two German captive balloons 
were destroyed. 

The statement reads: 

“On the Somme front the artillery 
fighting was violent at the end of the 
day yesterday and during part of last 
night. South of Maurepas at about 
10 p. m. strong enemy reconnoitering 
parties in the vicinity of Hill 121 were 
dispersed i d our fire. The Germans 
made. no other attempt to attack,/ 

“In the Champagne after an intense 
bombardment the enemy at about 9:30 
o'clock attacked our positions west of 
Tahure at two different points. The 
attack was held up by our curtain of 
fire except in a small salient in our 
line, where the enemy succeeded in 
gaining a footing. Shortly afterward 
we drove him out by a counter attack 
with hand grenades. 

“On the right bank of the Meuse 
(Verdun front) the enemy violently 
bombarded the region of Thiaumont 
and Fleury, and several times carried 
out lively offensive actions against the 
village and trenches’ bordering on 
Thiaumont work. None of these at- 
tempts succeeded in reaching our lings.

PATRICK CALHOUN

MISS COVINGTON SUES 
REV. DR. JOHN W. HILL 


Chicago, August 26.—A second suit 
for $100,000 has been brought against 
the Rev. Dr. John Wesley Hill, a New 
York pastor, and prominent in politics, 
by Miss Lueille Covington, of Chicago, 
it became known today. A suit for 
the same amount brought by Miss Cov- 
ington against Dr. Hill last fall claimed 
damages for alleged breach of promise. 
That action is supposed to have been 
dropped. 

Later attorneys for Miss Covington 
announced that the suit was based on 
an allegation of breach of promise. 

Miss Covington formerly was man- 
ager of the speakers’ bureau of the 
peace forum, which recently was 
merged into the wonld’s peace court, 
with which Rev. Hill is connected. 
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Dr. L. G. Hardman was author of the law passed July 9, 
1903, requiring the principles of agriculture and civil govern- 
ment to be taught in the common schools of Georgia. There 
is no doubt that this measure has played an important part in 
the development of agricultural education in Georgia, and has 
formed the basis for all subsequent legislation in this respect. 


DR. M. M. PARKS, President of the Georgia Normal and 
Industrial College, at Milledgeville, one of the most prominent 
educators In the south, in the course of an address to the 
County School Superintendents’ Association, at Macon, on 
May 11, 1905, on the subject, “Agriculture in the Public 
Schools,” used the following language: 

“Let me praise the legislature of Georgla which enacted a 
law requiring agriculture to be taught in the public schools 
of the state. 

“In my opinion this will prove in the years to come to be 
the most important legislation of the session of the General 
Assembly of 1903. The measure was passed quietly and with- 
out public notice. It did not receive a one-hundredth part of 
the publicity given to the convict lease question, and yet it 
probably means much more for Georgia. It did not attract a 
one-hundredth part of the attention given to the Uniform Text- 
Book bill, and yet in its far-reaching effects it is probably des- 
tined to exercise greater influence in enriching the state and 
in properly modifying our educational theories and practices. 

“The legislator voted for this law, no doubt thinking it 
would be a means of improving the farms of Georgia; but the 
modern educator believes that it will sérve not only for the 
improvement of the farms of Georgia, but also for the improve- 
ment of the boys of Georgia; he sees not only a practical but 
also an educational value in this movement: he sees a move 
ment which answers to the sociological demands of education, 
as well as to the psychological.” 


Kollowing this law of 1903, and this address of roos, there 
was a great deal of discussion of agricultural education. 


(A) In 1906 the legislature 
agricultural schools. 

(B) In 1906 the legislature established the South Georgia 
Agricultural, Industrial and Normal College at Valdosta. 

(C) In 1906 the legislature made the appropriation of 
$100,000 for the agricultural building at Athens, the real be- 
ginning of the state agricultural college. (Dr. Hardman was 
chairman of the building committee which expended this 
$100,000 building fund, and is now chairman of the board of 
trustees of the agricultural college.)

Besides his work in this regard, Dr. Hardman’s legislative 
record 1s replete with many me&tsures for the welfare of the 
masses of the people and the development of the state’s agri- 
cultural and material resources. 

He advocated and introduced a highway commission bill 
in 1907, which the federal government this year required the 
legislature to establish, in order to share the $85,000,000.00 
highway appropriation. 

He advocated and introduced a measure looking to the 
establishment of a drainage commission, with a view to the 
reclamation of 2,700,000 acres of waste lands in Georgia. This 
he still advocates. 

He was author of the law regulating professional nursing; 
introduced the first vital statistics bill in Georgia; advocated 
and worked for the creation of the state board of health. 

He was author of the bill extending the work of suppres- 
sion of diseases among live stock, meaning a saving of a mil- 
lion dollars annually in Georgia. 

He was author of Georgia’s first prohibition law, the 
famous Hardman-Covington-Neel bill of 1907, which banished 
the legalized liquor traffic from the state of his birth, and 
coupled his name forever with Christian statesmanship. 

He introduced a measure July 18, 1905, looking to the es- 
tablishment of a state sanitarium for consumptives, and later 
advocated and worked for the bill establishing the state tuber- 
culosis sanitarium at Alto. He also introduced in 1906 a 
measure to provide for the separation of the insane consump- 
tives at the state asylum at Milledgeville from the non-con- 
sumptives. 

He was author of the bill providing free treatment for 
hydrophobia, or mad-dog bite, which has saved thousands of 
human beings from horrible deaths, and more than a million 
dollars in money to the poor people of Georgia. 

He was author of the bill providing for the free distribu- 
tion of diphtheric anti-toxin, which is estimated to have saved 
10,000 children from the ravages of diphtheria, besides the 
saving of vast sums of money to the people.

would produce death. It is stated that 
thirty grains, the amount he took, is 
often given to patients, the aspirin usu- 
ally being given for neuralgic affec-~ 
tions and for rheumatism. The effect 
in Webb’s case would probably have 
been to turn his lips and his fingers 
blue for a time, but if he had gone to 
sleep, the next morning he would have 
hardly known he had taken the dose. 
About the only effect would have been 
an interference for a time with circu- 
lation. 

Miss Laura Webb, a daughter, is now 
visiting in Byromville, a. and di 
not return to the city, but will go from 
there to Adel for the funeral.

Agreement Is Reached Be- 
tween Former Employees and 
Georgia Power Company. 


At a meeting of the executive com- 


mittee of the Atlanta Federation of 


Trades last night, the announcement 
was given out that a complete recon- 
ciliation had been effected between the 
ele@trical workers of the Georgia Rail- 
Way and Power company and the of- 
ficials of the corporation, and that the 
men who have been out on strike since 
August 1 will return to work Monday 
morning. Between 125 and 150 elec- 
trical workers are involved. 

It was reported last night that the 
basis upon which reconctliatten has 
been brought about, in essentials, is 
that men who joined the union subse- 
quent to August 1 are not to be dis- 
criminated against; that the company 
Shall recognize the union and that the 
employees shall be reinstated to their 
positions. 


Position of the Company. 
The position of the company is set 
forth in the following letter to the 
executive committee: 


“Mr. R. E. Gann, Chairman Executive Com- 
mittee, Atlanta Federation of Trades, 
Atlanta, Ga 
“Dear Sir: On the 24th instant your 

committee came to the offices of this com- 

Pany in behalf of the members of our line 

department who are affiliated with the local 

International Brotherhood of Electrical 

Workers, and presented on their behalf a 

request that these men be permitted to re- 

turn to work under certain conditions as 
outlined in the conference and that in ad- 
dition we reinstate Messrs. Carver, Castle- 
berry.and Smith, who were discharged from 
the’ employ of the company, on or about 

August 5, 1916. 

“This company has never had any objec- 
tion to the men who went out on the 
strike August 12 returning to work, and 
we are still willing that these men should 
fFeturn to work under exactly the same con- 
Gitions and circumstances under which they 
were employed on August 11, 1916. 

“As to Messrs. Carver, Castleberry and 

Smith, we can not agree to reinstate these 
men. They were dismissed by the superin- 
tendent of the department in which they 
worked, for reasons which, in his mind, 
were good and sufficient in reducing the 
number of employees in that department, 
there being more men than the work re- 
quired.

Opium Is Discovered 
In Chinese Laundry | 
By Raiding Ofticers 


Found in possesion of a quantity of 
opium, prepared for smoking, which, 
federal] officers believe he intended se})- 
ing to those addicted to the habit, Sam 
Chung, laundryman, 162 Edgewood ave- 
nue, was placed under arrest and held 
on suspicion by Detectives Jameson 
and Shaw, and Dr. L. L. Froncherberg- 
er, special United States agent, in At- 
lanta, late Saturday night.

UNDERWOOD AND STONE Ingersoll Watches Popular 


IN A BITTER EXCHANGE 


Alabama Senator Resents Crit- 
icism of Attitude Toward 
the Revenue Measure. 


Washington, August 26.—A proposal 
to lower the present income tax ex- 
emptions, written into the administra- 
tion revenue bill by the senate finance 
committee and then stricken out when 
house leaders indicated they would not 
accept it, was voted down 31 to 19 
by the senate tonight, when Senator 
Underwood offered it as an amend- 
ment. 

Discussion of the amendment was 
marked by a bitter exchange between 
democratic senators in charge of the 
bill and Senator Underwood, author of 
the present tariff law, and who, as 
democratic leader of the house, had a 
prominent part for several years in 
framing revenue legislation. Chairman 
Simmons, of the finance committee, re- 
minded the Alabama senator that it 
was a long standing’ senate practice 
for senators to stand by the decisions 
of the party caucus, and Senator Stone, 
also a member of the committee, de- 
clared Senator Underwood deserved se- 
vere censure for his attitude toward 
the bill. 


Resents Dictation. 


“Is the senate degenerated to a point 
where the individual senators must 
take orders from those who serve on 
committees because their constituents 
have Kept them in the senate for many 
years?” retorted Senator Underwood. “I 
do not recognize the right of any mem- 
ber to dictate to me. If that be trea- 
son, make the most of it. No man 
can question my loyalty to the demo- 
cratic party in victory or defeat.” 

The amendment, which would have 
lowered the exemption by $1,000, mak- 
ing the normal income tax apply to 
incomes of $3,000 for married persons, 
and $2,000 for unmarried persons, re- 
ceived the support of only five demo- 
cratic senators. They were Senators 
Bankhead, Hardwick, Lane, O’Gorman 
and Underwood. 

In his denunciation of Senator Une 
derwood, Senator Stone coupled the ex- 
emption amendment with the Alabama 
senator’s declaration that the proposed 
dyestuffs tariff is undemocratic. The 
senator’s attitude toward the Dill, he 
said, savored of “heroics.” 


Underwood's Hot Retort. ‘ 


Senator Underwood replied to that by 
saying if his conduct in the matter was 
to be accepted as a proper basis of 
party criticism of him, he was willing 
hereafter to stand alone. 

“You dare to lecture me,” said the 
former house leader, “because I dare 
to repudiate a part of your bill that 
is a stench tn the nostrils of the dem- 
ocratiec party. I approve of the finance 
committee’s legislation on this bill in 
the main, but I know no reason why 
the finance committee should see fit 
to arrogate to itself the right to dic- 
tate to others.” 

Mr. Underwood said it was conceded 
that no binding resolution had been 
adopted by the caucus on the Dill, and 
that if there had been one and he had 
agreed to it he could stand by it and 
‘how his neck.” He had bowed unwill- 
ingly recently, he sa!fd, to a binding 
caucus on the tmmigration bill. The 
revenue bill, he declared, had been “con- 
cocted by certain gentlemen in the sen- 
ate trying to dictate to this side of 
the house what it shall do.” 

Senator Williams, in charge of the 
income tax section of the bill, opposed 
the Underwood amendment, and Sena- 
tors Oliver, O’Gorman and Thomas 
spoke in favor of it. 


RUMANIAN KING BARS 
MESSENGER OF KAISER 


Paris, August 26.— According to in- 
formation from 4iplomatic sources, 
says a wireless dispatch from Berne, 
Emperor William of Germany wrote to 
King Ferdinand of Rumania that he 
intended to send Duke Albrecht of 
Mecklenburg on a special mission to 
him with regard to the position of Ru- 
mania. 

King Ferdinand replied, adds the dis- 
patch, that the mission would be inop- 
portune, because, as a_ constitutional 
monarch, he would be obliged to refer 
the envoy to his ministers and in the 
circumstances he preferred that any 
communication from the German gov- 
ernment should be received through or- 
dinary diplomatic channels,

The special prizes offered are: Beat 
display, $50; second best display, $20. 
for best display of any member of the 
Georgia Poultry association, “the of- 
ficer’s cup of the Georgia Poultry as- 
sociation:” for the best display of any 
Fulton county breeder, ‘the Southeast- 
ern Fair association cup.” 

The Rhode Island Red has for years 
been one of the most popular breeds In 
the southland. It is expected there will 
de plenty of competition in this class. 
This does not mean, however, that it 
will be a “Red show,” for the Rocks, 
Leghorns, Orpingtons ani Wyandottes 
are all extensively bred in this section. 
A large showing of turkeys, ducks, 
geese, pigeons and misceilaneous birds 
is expected. ; : 

The premiums under section 1 will be 
$3 for first: $2 for second, and $1 for 
third.

SWEAT'S FRAUD CHARGES 
MAY CAUSE LIBEL SUI 


Volney Williams Threatens 
' Court Action Unless Re- 
traction Is Made. 


Waycross, Ga., August 26.—(Special.) 
Demanding immediate retraction of 
charges of fraud in connection with the 
primary held here last spring, in which 
he defeated J. L. Sweat for one of 
Ware's representatives, Volney Wil- 
liams, editor of The Journal-Herald, 
today sent Judge Sweat a letter in- 
forming him that court action based on 


alleged criminal libel would follow his 
refusal to retract. No answer had been 
received by Mr. Williams tonight. 

Sweat announced as a candidate for 
the legislature today. In the primary 
he was defeated by over 500 votes. He 
protested when the returns were con- 
solidated. He is said to have caused a 
grand jury investigation of the fraud 
allegations, but no bills were returned. 

Judge Sweat is one of the most 
prominent attorneys sn south Georgia, 
and for years was judge of the old 
Brunswick circuit. It was while serv- 
ing in that capacity that impeachment 
proceedings, charging immoral  prac- 
tices, were instituted by the legisla- 
ture. He has served as a member of 
the legislature from Clinch and sena- 
tor from the fifth district. His con- 
tention is that the action of the county 
executive committee in placing the rep- 
resentative race in with the county pri- 
mary was illegal. 

It is probable that Chairman James 
Sinclair, of the county committee, wil! 
call the body. together to take action. 
Several members today voiced the be- 
lief that in view of Judge Sweat’s fail- 
ure to file a protest berore the primary 
in the spring the committee cannot now 
recognize him and will order the names 
of Calvin Parker and Volney Williams 
placed on the official ticket. Mr. Wil- 
liams contends that the only way 
Judge Sweat can again go before the 


people is as an independent in the gen- 
eral election.

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A GOOD CHANGE 
FOR FRENCH WOMEN. 

“If I might prophesy, I 
Ih France women will be given what- 
ever they ask for; in England they 
will. get no more than they can win,” 
writes Harriot Stanton Blatch in an 
article in the last edition of The Out- 
look, under the caption “English and 
French Women and the War.” 

In England Mrs. Blatch 
the government were slow to recog- 
nize the good spirit of the women, 
their general desire to help the nation; 
the efforts of the leisure class to help 
in hospitals and relief work, but neces- 
sity finally drove them to it. Women 
have had to be called into every branch 
of service and they have responded 
unreservedly. Describing her first 
impressions of the English woman of 
the moment, she writes: 

“As I journeyed to London through 
Cornwall, Devonshire, Berkshire, I no- 
ticed that ‘the highroads were cut up 
and unmended, the hedgerows untrim- 
med: but the cottages looked as neat 
as I had always Known them, the lit- 
tle gardens as gay as ever with flow- 
I made the mental note—women 
still carefully tending their spe- 
From the young wom- 
en at the railway stations en route, 
just as at Yarmouth, I received the 
unexpected impression of a genuine 
spirit of content. There were tears in 
the eyes of mothers saying good-by 
to their soldier boys, but the women 
at work were full of joy. 

“Throughout my stay in England I 
searched for, but could never find, the 
self-effacing spinster of former days. 
In her place was a capable woman, 
bright-eyed, happy even when bearing 
personal bereavement. She was oc- 
-eupied and.bustled at her work. She 
jumps on and off of moving vehicles 
with the alertness, if not the uncon- 
sciousness, of the expert -male. She 
never let me stand in omnibus or sub- 
way, but quickly ‘gave me her seat, as 
indeed she insisted upon. doing for el- 
derly gentlemen as well. The British 
woman has found herself and her mus- 
cles. England is a world of women— 
women in uniforms; there is the army 
of nurses, and then the messengers, 
porters, elevator hands, tram conduc- 
tors very conscious in badgeand brass 
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tendants, in whom the sense of im- 
portance has not yet worn away. They 
each seein to challenge the humble 
Stranger: ‘Superfluous? Not I, I'm a 
recruit for national service!’ Even a 
woman doing time-honored womanly 
work moves with an air of distinc- 
tion; she dusts a room for the good of 
her country. Just one glimpse was 
I given of the old-time daughter of 
Eve, when a ticket collector at Read- 
ing said, ‘| can’t punch your ticket. 
Don’t you see I’m eating an apple?” 
Not until British women had proven 
their great servige in the French re- 
lief hospitals were they formally 
recognized at home, when Sir Alfred 
Reogh consented to have a_ hospital 
in London in charge of a woman, Dr. 
Flora Moore.

Women 
celebrated in suffrage activities for a 
half century will share places on the 
program with the college girl, who 
goes from the convention back to her 
classes. The women of all nations will 
be represented by delegates or pater- 
nal delegates, and on the general pro- 
fram will be speakers from among 
the most distinguished men of the na- 


tion. 
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ART OF OUR GRANDMOTHERS 
TO BE REVIVED. 

Mrs. Wilmer Moore, chairman of the 
arts and crafts committee of the South- 
eastern fair, urges upon Georgia wom- 
en to make an exhibit of their home 
arts and crafts at the fair. 

“There never was a time when the 
women of this country more needed to 
demonstrate their knowledge of the 
arts and crafts,” declares Mrs. Moore. 
“The greatest premium {es being put 
upon such wares and enterprising firms 
are accumulating data describing the 
section where the people are who have 
preserved a knowledge of home arts. 
Such people are frequently hard to 
reach, and the Southeastern fair will 
afford them the opportunity to put 
their work on exhibition.

The circular mentioned by 
Moore, in part, follows: 

“The scarcity of unusual fabrics, im- 
ported silks and hand-woven Stuffs in 
New York shops has been emphasized 
by the war. There is little to be had 
now beyond stereotyped, machine-made 
metal-loaded yard goods which every 
department store sells. We have found 
the time opportune for our enterprise: 
the making and selling of hand-woven 
and hand-dyed fabrics and related 
hand-craft objects of unusual art dis- 
tinction 

“We are reviving the art of dyeing, 
a new medium for American artists 
to take advantage of Successful exper- 
iments recently made for us. This 
work will be exhibited October 1 and 
choice and unique pieces kept on gale. 


COLONY 
OF ARTISTS. 


“A colony of artists on the Palisades 
has been designing and weaving tapes- 
tries for us to present to the New York 
art world. With these weavers as a 
nucleus we have formed a group in- 
cluding deft craftsmen who left their 
hand-looms in France years ago to 
work in the grind of our commercial- 


ized silk -mills. This igs the first at- 
tempt to preserve the native art they 


brought to America and nearly lost 
in the mills.

TO TOTE HALF PINT,

Augusta, Ga., August 26.—(Special.)— 
W. Inman Curry, soliictor of the city 
court of Richmond county, and the po- 
lice department of the city of Augusta 
are at variance as to the construction 


prohibition haw. 

Numbers of arrests have been made 
by the police of persons who were 
found to have whisky on their person 
in bottles smaller than one quart, and 
in all such cases the parties have been 
bound over to the city court on a 
charge of violating the prohibition law. 
Between sixty and seventy of such 
cases are now awaiting trial in the 
city court. 

Solicitor Curf¥ says that all such 
cases will be nol prossed, unless there 
is other evidence of an intention to 
violate the prohibition law. Mr. Curry 
maintains that it is not violative of sec- 
tion 18 for any person to carry a pint 
of whisky in a pint bottle or a half- 
pint in a half-pint bottle, provided 
there are not more than one of such 
receptacles. ” 

His interpretation of the law is that 
any amount of whisky, not in excess 
of two quarts, may be carried in one 
receptacle or in two receptacles, pro- 
vided both of them are quart bottles. 
If a person has a quart and a pint of 
whisky, it must be contained in two 
quart bottles, says the solicitor, but 
where there is a quantity less than one 
quart, it is not a violation of section 
18 to carry the whisky in a bottle 
or receptacle smaller than one quart, 
‘provided there is not more than one 
of such bottles or receptacles,

Not only are 
my views on the cattle tick problem 
well known, but they were reiterated 
in my formal announcement of my can- 
didacy. 1 stated then and have made 
it clear since that I am not opposed to 
the use of the dipping vat for the 
eradication of the cattle tick. On the 
contrary, I favor it, because it is the 
most effective method known for fight- 
ing this pest, which is damaging Geor- 
glas chances to become a great cattle 
state. 


Opposed to Compulsory Policy. 


“I did state in my formal announce- 
ment, however, and I repeat it now, 
that 1 am opposed to the compulsory 
policy which is now being used. I be- 
lieve that a great majority of the 
farmers of the state realize the value 
of the eradication of tick from their 
cattle and want the pest eradicated, 
and to that end are anxious to have 
their cattle dipped. But what the 
Georgia farmer does object to is hav- 
ing tick eradication rammed down his 
throat. He objects to a policy which 
forces him. I believe that the best 
policy in connection with the cattle tick 
problem is that of individual quaran- 
tine. Under such a policy, if a farmer 
it convenient to dip his 
cattle or for some’ reason does not 
want to dip his cattle, he need not do 
so, provided he Keeps his cattle shut up 
on his own property. It is nothing 
more than fair that he should not allow 
such cattle to run at large and infect 
the cattle of a neighbor who may have 
freed his cattle from ticks. 


“I venture to say that this policy, 


if given a trial in Georgia, will prove| 


effective and will remove the present 
dissatisfaction which is resulting in ill- 
feeling and in the dynamiting of vats. 
If the problem is approached in this 
spirit of co-operation instead of with 
the view of compelling a man to doa 
thing, 1 believe that the farmers of 
Georgia will make better progress in 
this direction, and I am satisfied that 
the problem of eradicating the tick 
will not only be much more effectively 
solved, but will be highly peaceably 
solved.”’ 
Pleased With His Trip. 


Mr. Brown returned last night from 
an extended tour in south Georgia, and 
stated that he is elated over the sup- 
port which he found in tkat section 
of the state. 

“There is no question in my mind,” 
he said, ‘but that I am going to be 
elected. 

“I was particularly pleased with the 
reception given me at Dublin last 
Wednesday. I addressed a very enthu- 
siastic audience of between 300 and 400 
people there, and at the end of my ad- 
dress my candidacy was indorsed by 
a rising vote that was all but unani- 
mous.” 

Mr. Brown will leave Monday upon 
another speaking trip, the dates for 
which he will announce later.

WEEVIL TAKES BIG PART 
OF THOMAS COTTON CROP 


Season’s Gathering Only 30 
Per Cent of Last Year’s, | 
Say Experts. 


Thomasville, Ga., August 26.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—That the boll weevil has taken 
the largest share of the cotton crop of 
Thomas county this season is generally 
conceded on all sides by those interest- 
ed in the crop this season and it looks 
now as if the crop would be only about 
30 per cent or possibly even less, of the 
crop of last year. 

“There is no top crop at all and no 
| middle crop, nothing but the bottom 
crop and that isn’t much,” was the 
remark today of one of the best posted 
men on cotton in Thomas county or this 
section. Practically the whole crop is 
open now and it is being picked out as 
fast as possible. 

None of the growers are holding their 
cotton and a farmer does not wait now 
until he gets several bales before 
bringing it to town, but just as quick 
as he gets one picked it is rushed to 
the gin and then marketed to the high- 
est bidder. Fifteen cents is what it has 
been bringing here this week and that 
sounds too good to the average farmer 
to be turned down on the chance that 
it may go up to 20 cents. 

Some of the cotton firms are holding 
for higher prices, however, and one 
firm here which recenfly gave a check 
of $220,000 for one lot is still holding 
for the chance that, it will soar to a 
higher notch, as ingeations point to 
its doing.

Grandview, Ore., August 7.—Several 
weeks delightfully spent in central 
Oregon almost cause us to forget that 
it is the good old summer time. Grand- 
view lives up to its name: there are 
no skyscrapers to obstruct and in this 
clear atmosphere eye and ear exceed 
the speed limit and distance does not 
count. 

The Grizzly Bear ranch, which is our 
temporary home, is the highest point 
in the Grandview section, in the heart 
of the Cascade mountains, 20 
from a railroad. In front of us is 
Squaw Back mountain, 5 miles away. 
Here the deer abound and during the 
season, which begins August 15, deer 
hunting is a favorite pastime. Then it 
is that the Indians come from their 
reservation 20 miles away, pull them- 
selves across the river in a huge bas- 
ket suspended 
across and enjoy 
Old hunting grounds of their ances- 
tors. Arrow heads and other unmis- 
takable signs show that the 
once occupled this section which 
white man is causing to blossom 
the rose. 

The Indians 
always bring 
sell from $5 up to 
a pony fora gun. 
ably cheap in this section, 
raised with very little expense. 

There are-fifty or sixty thousand 
@cres of open range around (irand- 
view, where stock is first branded, 
then turned loose to be rounded up in 
the fall. Then the zovernment owns 
an excellent grazing ground beyond 
the Indian reservation across the 
Metolius river, where for 25 cents a 
year @ man may graze his horse or 
cow. Stock is not fed in summer 
is watered only once a day.

CLOSE ON AUGUST 31 


Pupils Must Register by 
That Time—Many Will Be 
Crowded Out, Says Super- 
intendent Landrum. 


In view of the near approach of the 
opening of the school year in Atlanta, 
Superintendent of Schools L. M. Lan- 
drum yesterday issued a statement on 
the ‘“shop-early”’ order, cautioning 
tardy parents against further delay in 
registering their children for the fall 
term, and notifying them, for the last 
time, that the registration books posi- 
tively will close on the night of Au- 
gust 31—next Thursday. 

The board of education and school 
officials are doing their best to so ar- 
range matters that every child in At- 
lanta may have a seat in one of the 
schools; but, despite the best they can 
do, it looks as though the doors must 
be closed to many because of the fail- 
ure of council to appropriate funds 
with which to build some needed addi- 
tions to buildings. 

Especially non-resident pupils who 
expect to apply for attendance at the 
high schools—many of them, at least— 
bid fair to be disappointed, because, as 
the superintendent says, “applicants of 
this class cannot be seated unless, after 
all resident pupils are seated, there 
shall be ,vacancies.”’ 

“On account of the badly crowded 
condition in the schools, it is necessary 
to give the public some _ information 


which is very important at the present | 


time,’ said Mr. Landrum “We have 
given notice often that the registration 
books in the office of the board of edu- 
cation must be closed prior to the open- 
ing of the schools, and sufficient time 
given the office of the board to place 
the children in the schools according to 
the rules of the .board of education. 
To carry out this plan and do justice 
to the subject, we must abide by our 
decision made some time ago that our 
books will be open from $8 o’clock in 
the morning until 6 o'clock in the after- 
noon every day through August 31. At 
that time registration for the opening 
of the ‘schools on the 11th of September 
will close, and then the office will take 
up the matter of distributing pupils 
and arranging classes so that the 
schools may be opened without inter- 
ruption, 

“All pupils in the schools at the close 
in June are already enrolled and there 
is no necessity: for them or their par- 
ents to come to the office at all unless 
it is to notify the office of a change 
of residence that would call for a 
change in schools.

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Leading Stocks Show Gains 
During Record Week Passed

Financial and Banking In- 
terests Are on Buying Side 
of Market, While Small 
Speculators Await Result 
of Labor Unrest. 


New York, August 26.—(Special.)— 
The stock market continued on its up- 
ward way during the past week, and 
many new highs for the year and sev- 
eral new high records, including that 
for Steel common, were reached, For 
the first time in many weeks, trading 
passed one million shares of stocks in 
a session, one day of the past week 
having been the largest in 1916 to date. 
Buying was on a scale which suggest- 
ed that the most important financial 
and banking interests in the country 
are on the long side of the market, and 
it was not unusual to see transactions 
for a single account of 5,000 and even 
10,000 shares at a time. The larger 
traders practically monopolized the 
market, as such,of the public as par- 
ticipated were largely individuals of 
considerable means who buy in lars 
blocks. The smaller investors and 
speculators have not yet entered the 
market to a large extent, but there are 
signs that they will repeat their usual 
method of holding off until much of 
the “cream” is out of stocks, due to 
big advances, and then rushing in and 
buying at the top. The important In- 
terests have evidently considered a rail- 
road strike extremely improbable from 
the first, but smaller market operators 
seem to be waiting for definite word 
that a strike this year is out of the 
question. When they hear this, they 
will then be buyers, and those who had 
the courage to buy at much lower prices 
when uneertainty seemed to prevail 
will then sell to the new buyers. ‘There 
has been a large amount of profit- 
taking already, however, and the way 
that this sellin was absorbed sug- 
gests that the buying power of the 
market its verv ‘extensive. It is not 
improbable that the present strength 
in stocks will continue for a long 
time, and that much larger gains in 
market values will be recorded before 
the movement culminates. The rail- 
road stocks gave good response to the 
news from Washington, and several of 
them went to the best prices of the 
vear, or near it, following the receipt 
of news that the negotiations to settle 
the wage question were on a more 
vrrobable basis for settlement than ear- 
fier in the conference. The war stocks 
have not been the leaders of this move- 
ment, as was the case in all previous 
advanees during the past eighteen 
months. Steel congmon has been the 
undisputed leader for the first time 
since the war started, and old-time cone 
servatives therefore consider the pres- 
ent advancing tendency as more like- 
ly to last than the upward swings led 
by war stocks. The war issues have 
considerable chance for advance, how- 
ever, in the belief of well-informed 
market followers who predict that 
some of these issues will go to their 
best levels during the next few weeks. 
The large orders for munitions received 
last month have been followed by a 
number of smaller contracts for muni- 
tions, but the aggregate of recent buv- 
ing is larger than manv people suppose, 
and it forms the basis of many sper- 
ulative possibilities in these issues. The 
métal stocks, also, have potential 
Strength much in excess of what has 
been seen owing to the higher prices 
in the metal markets. There are signs 
that some metals, most notably eop- 
per, will not only ‘over all of the 
losses in prices of a month or two ago, 
but may soon sell at the highest prices 
vet recorded. The profit-taking which 
has taken place in some stocks, also 
the profits which have been made in 
cotton and grain, are reported to be 
seeking new mediums of speculation 
and investment, and it is belleved that 
when many stocks have reached levels 
at which the more important interests 
will be sellers, that new securities wil] 
then be taken up. and advanced. Al- 
though political considerations were 
prominently mentioned when the pres- 
ent movement was starting, as a rea- 
son for higher prices in securities, talk 
“discounting the election of Mr. 
is not so much heard of now, 
strength in securities is now 
ascribed to the helated recognition in 
many stocks that théy do not begin to 
discount prosperity of the country or 
the possible larger dividend payments 
expected in many of them. 

Money Market Easy. 

The money market has continued 
easy in the face of an increasing de- 
mand for funds for security market 
uses. There has been a drift of money 
to this center, however, 
have been larger at times when loans 
were increasinlg. Furthermore, the 
amounts needed for moving the crops 
will be smaller than was originally cal- 
culated on owing to the large losses 
from previous estimates in the grain 
and cotton crops. Call money did not 
Bet above 2% per cent, and some call 
loans were made at 2 per cent.

Car Shortage Feared. 

An acute shortage of cars is feared 
in many sections of the country, even 
though drastic- steps are bein taken 
to force people to hurry in loading and 
unloading freight cars. The outlook is 
for a shortage of from 25,000 to 50,000 
cars by September 1, and _ possibly 
above 100,000 cars shortage by the 
first of October, when the demand is 
heaviest. After months, during which 
such a situation faced them, railroads 
are just startin to buy cars on a 
larger scale. If the railroad strike sit- 
uation is definitely settled, it is prob- 
able that buying of equipment will in- 
crease greatly during the next few 
months. 

The first July earnings reports of 
railroads which have been published 
nearly all show material increases over 
July, 1915, and most of them indicate 
larger earnings than in July, 1914, the 
last month before the war. Probably 
half of the railroads in the country 
had far above average earnings for the 
fiscal year to June 30, 1916, and several 
had record earnings that year. The 
large amount of freight in sight for 
the next six months suggests that the 
current fisca] year will be the best in 
railroad history unless there is a big 
slackening in industrial activity before 
the end of 1916. It is belleved, how- 
ever, that it would take at least a year 
to measurably slacken up general busi- 
ness owing to the present impetus In 
nearly all lines. 

Some important new financing may 
be arranged by corporations between 
now and the end of the year, although 
it is probable that some of this will 
be held up until after election @€ay.

The battery used on the 1912 Cadillac 
was made by the Electric Storage Bat- 
tery peer: 4 of Philadelphia. This 
Was a new field for storage batteries 
and called ‘for a new type, based upon 
radically different standards of design 
from previous principles of battery 
construction and operations. 

The success of the early type proved 
that the principle of construction was 
correct. Since that time the Electric 
Storage Battery company has perfected 
and refined starting battery designs 
with the result that today practically 
every gas car is equipped with a start- 
ing and lighting system and a storage 
battery. ‘he number of batteries in 
use in this class of service is well up 
in the millions. , 

There are a large number of other 
uses for storage batteries with which 
the average reader is not familiar. For 
example, the electric lighting and pow- 
er systems of the larger cities use 
storage batteries as a means of protec- 
tion, for furnishing current to their 
customers in cases of emergency. 

During thunder storms or in other in- 
stances where a great amount of elec- 
tricity must suddenly be furnished, it 
is the storage batteries that are called 
upon to meet the demands. 

Such storage battery’ § installations 
are the largest used, being composed 
of hundreds of huge lead-lined wood 
tanks filled with lead plates, the en- 
tire battery weighing hundreds of torm® 
and being capable of,furnishing thou- 
sands of horse-power. There are two 
such installations right here At- 
lanta. 

Storage batteries are also used for 
propelling electric pleasure cars, deliv- 
ery trucks; for propulsion and ignition 
in motor boats; for the operation of 
telephone and telegraph systems; for 
propelling submarine boats after sub- 
mersion; for railway interlocking 
switch and signal systems; for the 
lighting of railroad coaches and for 
many other purposes. 

During the past few years there have 
been many wonderful developments in 
the manufacture of storage batteries, 
- that today a great amount of elec- 
trical energy can be stored in a very 
small space and with comparatively 
small weight, and, most important, can 
be absolutely depended upon to deliver 
its stored power when needed. 


Fall Crops. 


There has been a gradual increase 
for the past several years in the acre- 
age ‘seeded to fall crops; let us hope 
that the higher price of cotton this 
year will not cause the abandonment 
of our soil-improvement and diversifi- 
cation plans. Not that there is any 
reason for abandoning cotton, either, 
but that there is a good reason to make 
more profit per acre on what we do 
grow. Since we cannot’ control the 
price individually, we must try the 
alternative of mpresas the yield, This 
can be done by keeping up the fertil- 
ity of our soils and not allowing them 
to run down as they have heretofore 
done under continuous cotton cultiva- 
tion. Were the cotton ‘seed or the meal 
returned to the acres that produce 
them, soil fertility would not be de- 
pleted directly by growing cotton. 

Why, then, does cotton land run 
down? It is primarily because of the 
burning out of the organic matter in 
the soils throughout our Iong, hot, 
moist seasons—conditions that are ideal 
for the rotting of vegetative matter, 
yet still better by the clean cultivation 
that the cotton crop demands. Second- 
arily, the failure to return the seed or 
meal, and after that the leaching and 
and washing of the soils during tor- 
rential downpours and during the win- 
\ter season account for much depletion 
of our soil fertility. 

Now, fall crops, used in rotation with 
cotton, will help greatly in gle peer 
whoss by washing and leaching, and wi 
help, according to the amount that is 
turned under in the following spring,

Oats, wheat, rye, barley, crim- 
son clover, burr clover and hairy vetch 
are the better crops available for fall 


planting. 
Oats. 


Oats are the most profitable of the 
small-grain crops to eer gh 8 and there- 
fore usually occupy about t ree-fourths 
of the area devoted to small rains in 
the state. They are adapted to the 
medium and heavier syeee of soil, but 
thrive reasonably well on the lighter 

es also. 
ae ov Texas Red Rustproof, 100-bushel, 
Appler and Bancroft are standard, well- 
tried varieties that are hardy enough 
to withstand all but the severest of 
winters; they are medium in their 
maturity, about May 20 with us, and 
are but little, if ever, damaged by rust. 
The Fulghum is a more recent intro- 
duction, but has some advantage over 
the preceding in that it matures eight 
to ten days earlier; in occasional years 
it may outyleld the others, but its 
greater merit lies in the fact that the 
land where it is grown may be fitted 
(usually) and planted to corn or peas 
by the time the other varieties are 
ready to cut. 

Then there are the turf varieties— 
Virginia turf, winter grey, etc. These 
stool freely and make a good winter 
covering, but they mature about two 
weeks later than those of the rust 
proof type and are hardly profitable 
to plant, at least in middle and lower 
cotton belt regions. For convenience 
in doing the farm work divide the area 
to be planted in oats between the Ful- 
ghum and one of the rust proof type 
and thus distribute the rush of work in 
the spring over a longer period of time. 

Rye. 

Rye does the best of any if the small 
grains on the lighter types of soil, 
but good crops are just as often obtain- 
ed on those of heavier grade. It is of 
especial value to furnish winter graz- 
ing for live stock and as a green ma- 
nuring crop to turn under in the spring 
—it’s better fall and winter growth, 
making a larger amount of substance 
than it is possible for the other grains 
to make. 

In our attempts to keep our soils in 
good shape, to prevent washing and 
leaching, we desire a crop that will 
give us a good return for the money 
which we put into the seed and labor 
of planting in the fall; and if we want 
a green manure crop, we want one 
that will make a considerable growth 
early so that the plowing can be done 
early in the spring. 

The great objection to the whole the- 
ory of green manuring in the winter, 
is that the crops, to make a sufficient 
growth, must be left sv late in the 
spring that the plowing and other 
spring work are thrown together and 
it is impossible to get it all done on 
time. Practically, it is impossible to 
employ cover crops over the entire 
farm area (except as will be explained 
under the subject of Burr clover in a 
later issue) but by using rye where it 
is the intention to plow under the 
crop, earlier plowing is possible and 
a much larger proportion of the farm 
may be covered in winter. 

The cost of the seed is not prohib- 
itive either;.~ after the first vear, the 
seed may easily be saved on a small 
area for the subsequent seeding 
the direct cash outlay materially 
duced. The Abruzzi variety is prov- 
ing to be superior to the older vari- 
eties, in earliness, yield of forage and 
of seed. 

Wheat. 

Wheat is a crop, which, if we could 
grow, would materiallv reduce our cost 
of living. It is not well adapted to our 
lighter soils, nor climatic conditions 
in the lower part of the state; it may 
be grown over small percentages of 
the farm area in the lower Piedmont, 
but as a sale crop it will prove profit- 
able only in the higher sections of 
the Piedmont and in the mountainous 
regions. 

Mills are being put in again in vari- 
ous places for the grinding ofthe 
wheat and it is hoped that thos@who 
can will raise enough to supply their

Barley. 


As a fall and winter crop, barley 
has been very Successfully grown in 
rennessee, but under our conditions in 
middle Georgia we have not found it 
to be of equal value with the other 
small grains. There are three types 
the bearded, the  beardless and the 
hooded; we have not tried the true 
beardless type. The bearded, we have 
found equal to oats as a cover and for 
erazing, but inferior in yield of grain 

The hooded variety makes a good 
fall and early winter growth: it is erect 
in its habit and would make g00od graz- 
ing, what there is of it; but it seems 
to make no later winter growth and 
Bives rather poor yields of seed. From 
reports in the Carolinas, it seems that 
the beardless is superior to these; we 
hape to try it this year. :

BLOAT. 

S. K. Piekens, 8S. C.—In cattle the 
swelling of the paunch is called bloat, 
or bloating, and may arise from va- 
rious causes. The immediate cause, of 
course, is the distending of the paunch 
by a gas, which results from the fer- 
mentation of a large mass of feed 
which has been taken into the stomach 
but not digested. You do not mention 
the feeds to which your stock have ac- 
cess; alfalfa and the clovers, in large 
amounts, and especially if wet, are lia- 
ble to cause bloat, but other crops may 
do so. Also if the cattle eat a large 
quantity of feed to which they are un- 
used, it may cause trouble. Fattening 
cattle when on full feed, a part of 
which is alfalfa, are very subject to 
this trouble. When turning on to such 
crops for grazing, it is a good plan to 
turn in the stock with their stomachs 
full so that they will not overeat of the 
new feed. and to turn in when the crop 
is dry. The bloat is sometimes so gse- 
vere that it becomes necessary to 
puncture the paunch and let out the 
gas. The veterinarians use a trochar 
and canula, but it has often been done 
witha pocket knife by jabbing through 
the skin and paunch at the middle of 
the triangle, which is normally 
cave between the loin, the last rib and 
the protuberance usually called the hip 
bone. This relieves the pressure of 
the gas and the pain of the animal 
and in mild cases is usually sufficient. 
In very light and semi-chronic cases, 
such as you mention, if unable to deter- 
mine which feed is the cause, change 
neg gy to other feeds and exercise 
care in feeding until the digestive ap- 
paratus is in smooth working order 
again. Bloating of this semi-chronic 
nature is also one of the symptoms of 
tuberculosis. Should you determine 
that the feed is not the cause, [t will 
then be necessary to have a veterina- 
rian test your animal with tuberculin. 

POISON. ° 

Ww. T. W., Yakon, Ga.—Judging from 
your description of sores and swellings 
on the udders of your cows, we are in- 
clined to think that some poisonous 
plants in your pastures must be the 
cause, omy. scab on teats and udders 
are often what is called cowpox. This 
can be cured by free use of carbolated 
vaseline. If it is poison, contributing 
factors are the scratches and cuts made 
by briars and other weeds. In such 
openings even the dew from off of any 
poisonous plants would set an irri- 
tation such as you describe. It might 
be well to tg, these cows on Tfrieids 
known to be clean, so as to give the 
wounds a chance to heal. If the sores 
are open, bathe and flush with hydro- 

en peroxide if it is available, then 

ust with tannic or salicylic acid. Tan- 
nic acid and iodoform (8 to 1) make a 
good antiseptic healing powder, but 
one that is very disagreeable to handle. 
If the sores are not open, bathe with 
diluted ammonia. For the blood, give 
the following: Gentian 3 oz., bicarbonate 
of potash 3 oz., ginger 8 oz., and capsi- 
cum 1 oz. These are all to be in pow- 
me —— es i Be inter ty poem 
one to be given ee times —C.

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Dosey’ s Appeal to Reason 
Wins Votes of Old Veterans 


“When Candidate Lugs Sen- 
timent Into Politics It Is 
Time to Put Brakes On,” 


Says Old Soldier.

(Special Staff Correspondent.) 
Macon, Ga., August 26.—(Special.)— 
Reason, not sentiment, should govern 
the vote of all citizens who appreciate 


the value of the ballot. 

Any candidate who bases his ap 
on sentiment, rather than on reason, 
thereby confesses the weakness of his 
platform and demonstrates hi¥ unfit- 
ness for the office to which he aspires. 

This is the position taken by the 
group of old Confederate veterans who 
attended Hugh Dorsey's recent meeting 
at Hawkinsville and cheered lustily 
as he brought out the strong points of 


his platform. 

i wns an inspiring sight when the 
old Confederate soldiers mounted to 
the rostrum of the auditorium in which 
Dorsey spoke, filed before the audience 
and took their seats. They were as 
spirited as even the youthful element 
of the audience out in front. They 
cheered the speaker with the vigor of 
youth. And, at the conclusion, their 
handshakes were youthfully hearty. 

Indorsed By Veterans. 

“When a man tries to lug sentiment 
into politics,” one of them told me later 
in ‘the afternoon, “it’s time to put The 
brakes on your regard for that man, 
because there's a ‘nigger in the wood- 
pile. Sentiment is too true a quality 
of the heart to be harnessed to politics. 

“We old soldiers are in favor of 
Dorsey from purely a political stand- 
point. We think he’s the strongest 
man in the field, and our attitude is 
solely for the state’s good. He is the 
most efficient man, the youngest, the 
most vigorous. There’s no doubt about 
his honesty——his courage and agegres- 
siveness have been put to the test. And 
he means something that none of the 
others do: the de@ense of the integrity 
of our courts. 

“We older ones realize more force- 
fully than the young the crying need 
of law observance. Lawlessness is the 
state’s shame, and the quickest and best 
way to tear it out by the roots is 
through respect for the judiciary. When 
our courts are permitted to take their 
courage, unhampered, the criminals will 
become afraid—and there is no deter- 
rent like fear. 

“We are proud that we are for Hugh 
Dorsey. And in being for him we vio- 
late no code of sentiment, no bonds of 
loyalty. We are doing what we think 
is best by our state, whose interests 
should be uppermost in the mind and 
heart of every man, regardless of age, 
creed or ties. There is a time for sen- 
timent, a time for reason. This Is the 
hour of reason, for it is an hour in 
which the good of our state is in the 
scales, which must be balanced by rea- 
son. 

The first political interest D. B. Bow- 
ers, river genius, has ever taken is 
being centered on Hugh Dorsey. And 
this because of the Dorsey magnetism 
with which the atmosphere is sur- 
charged. 

I wish you could meet Captain Bow- 
ers, whose “Pearl-Geneva” is plying 
the Ocmulgee between Macon, Hawkins~ 
ville and Brunswick. He is as quaint 
a river man as ever Mark Twain swap- 
ped yarns and tobacco with. 

We found him in the cabin of the 
Pearl-Geneva, where he wag olling his 
engines preparatory to heaving anchor 
for Brunswick. 

“Howdy,” he said, removing his bare 
feet from a pile of oil-soaked waste 
ery extending a grimy hand in greet- 
ng. 

“How's politics?” was his first ques- 
tion, for Captain Bowers has become 
one of politics’ most ardent disciples 
of late. 

“Looks like Dorsey,” was the reply. 

‘“Ain’t it a fact:” 

And then he told us of what he had 
observed along the river from Macon 
to Hawkinsville. 


All Talking Dorsey. 


“This Hugh Dorsey—ain’t he sure 
shelling the woods’? In all my born 
days I've never seen anything like it. 
It’s the first time since I can remem- 
ber I paid any attention to politics, 
always being so busy with my work, 
but when the people everywhere you 
go are talking about a om there 
ain’t a chance to keep from getting in- 
terested. 

“When everybody I met had some- 
thing to say about this Hugh Dorsey, 
I got to thinking it over. Then first 
thing I knew I was asking questions 
about him. Who is Dorsey? I'd ask, 
and the people all along the river 
would say: “He’s the next governor, 
because everybody's going wild about 
him.’ 

“And it’s sure a fact. I made a trip 
up the river, and all I heard was Dor- 
sey. I came downstream, and it was 
Dorsey, Dorsey, Dorsey. I got the 
habit, too. Pretty soon my wife and I 
aa to sitting out on the deck at night 

isctssing what we heard about Dor- 
sey.

Captain Bowers’ boat is the oddest on 
the Ocmulgee. It fs propelled by the 
captain's own invention, a set of motor- 
driven paddles that drives the craft 
along in a kicking sort of fashion. He 
has had the device patented, and bids 
fair to make a fortune from it. It took 
him a year and a half to build the 
Pearl-Geneva. Each piece of timber 
was placed in its frame by his own 
hands. His own hands drove home each 
nail in her structure. 


Studying Up on Politics. 


The name was taken from his two 
daughters, Pearl and Geneva, who h@é 
carries With him and his wife in the 
cabin wherever the Pearl-Geneva plies, 
He is acauainted with every face at 
every landing on the Ocmulgee, which 
traverses Georgia's se cotton 
belt. If anybody is aware of the public 
mind, insofar as the Ocmulgee is con- 
cerned, it is Captain Bowers. 

“I've been studying up lately on pol- 
itics, because I wanted to see what 
sort of thing this convention is. Some 
people seem to think they’re going to 
try to beat Dorsey in it. But what I 
can’t figure is how a convention, or 
anything else, can beat a man when 
the people elect him by their vote. Tell 
me that. Can they get away with such 
things in politics? Things have come 
to a bad point if they can. 

“If that’s the case, according to my 
way of thinking, it’s time they had 
more Hugh Dorseys in politics. He's 
the people’s man—and, Lord, but he’s 
sure popular with ’em. I guess it’s just 
such things as this convention busi- 
ness that’s making the people take so 
after Dorsey. I understand he intends 
to break up all ‘such things. Well, if

“Politics is getting in a wicked way 
when enemies can get up something 
like this convention and run over a man 
If what I hear is true, 
this is the thing the fellows who are 
against Dorsey are proposing to do.

CAMPAIGN FOR METAL 
CONDUCTED BY AUSTRI 


Utensils of All Sorts Must Be 
Turned Over to the 
Government. 


Vienna, August 26.—(Correspondence 
of the Associated Press.)—By far the 
most comprehensive campaign for the 


rcollection of metal that Vienna has 


known since the beginning of the war 
has been ordered. Not oniy must indi- 
viduals turn over to the government 
practically all the metal they possess, 
but m@nufacturers, dealers, inn- 
restaurateurs, bakeries, 
les, associations of all kinds, cloisters, 
hospitals, sanatoria and convalescent 
homes, bathing resorts, schools and ed- 
ucational institutions and countless 
Similar organizations are going to have 
- — a@ large variety of mate- 
rials. 

The list of things that have to be 
turned in, against payment as deter- 
mined by the government some time 
ago, includes: : 

1. Cooking utensils of all Kkinds, 
pots, ee casserols, a, cups, sau- 
cers, lamps and similar objects that 
are made of copper or of metals of 
which copper is an component. Only 
knives, forks and spoons are exempt. 

2. Soup tureens, pots, sauce and des- 
sért dishes, vegetable containers, etc., 
made af pure nickel. 

38. Kitchen utensils of every sort, 
irons, cups and lamps made of brass. 

4. Waeh bollers, water kettles, hearth 
adjuncts such as tongs, bath Rubs and 
the like made of copper or metal of 
which ptr ee” is an alloy. 

5. Vessels for boiling fruit made of 
copper or nickel. 

Boilers or parts of stoves consist- 
ing of copper, dDrass, bronze or tombac. 

7. Weights for scales weighing more 
than one pound. 

8. Curtain rods and rug or carpet 
holders and such other rods used in the 
ordinary household as are easily re- 
moved and are made of brass. 

Manufacturers of and dealers in any 
of the articles above enumerated are 
required for the time being to turn 
over only one-third of their supply 
on hand, reckoned by weight rather 
than value. All other possessors of 
metal are required to turn over every- 
thing they own, unless they can prove 
to a commission already in existence 
that this or that article is indispensable. 
Heavy penalties are provided for those 
who conceal anything. 


ceiving metal articles have been cre- 
ated to handle the arduous task of col- 
lecting all the available metal in Vien- 
na. Up to the beginning of the compul- 
sory surrender of métals, voluntary 
eurrend@rs will be received as thev are 
made, After that the city will speci- 
fy days of surrender for all persons 
with names beginning with the letters 
A, B. ete.

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FOURTEEN MEN ARE IN RACE 
FOR COURT Or APPEALS 

With fourteen in and the entries 
closed, the race for the three new 
judgeships on the court of appeals 
bench, created by the last general as- 
sembly, promises to be one of the most 
interesting and closely-contested that 
the voting public will be called upon 
to witness and decide this year. 

When the time for paying the $125 
entry fee passed at 6 o’clock last night, 
Secretary St. Elmo Massengale report- 
ed that three additional candidates had 
qualified during the day, making a 
total of fourteen. They were Judge 
Walter F. George of Vienna, Judge 
John J. Kimsey of Cornelia and Henry 
S. Jones of Augusta. 

It is not at all likely that this con- 
test will be decided on September 12, 
the date of the primary. As the candl- 
dates hail from every section of the 
state and each has a strong following 
of friengs in his own section, it is hard- 
ly within the bounds of possibility 
that three of*them will ‘secure enough 
votes to entitle them to a clear major- 
ity of the convention delegates on the 
first ballot. It is altogether likely that 
one or possibly all three of them will 
have to fight for their places in the 
convention. Indeed, this race will just 
be well started after the primary is 
closed, n 

As the gubernatorial candidates have 
the right under the rules to name the 
convention delegates in the counties 
they carry, and court of appeals candi- 
dates are not even known in the nam- 
ing, all sorts of complications are like- 
ly to arise. 


All Sections Represented. 


It is worthy of note that five of the 
candidates hail from the extreme south- 
ern, or rather southwestern, section of 
the state—namely, L. P. Skeen of Tif- 
Hutcheson of Ashburn, 
Walter F. George of Vienna, Roscoe 
of Dawson. 

Kast Georgia is represented by four 
candidates—John J. Kimsey of Cornelia, 
George C. Grogan of Elberton, Henry 
S. Jones of Augusta and Henry J. Full- 
bright of Waynesboro. Middle Georgia 
has two—wW. Frank Jenkins of HBaton- 
ton and O. H. P. Bloodworth of For- 
syth. Northwest Georgia, central west 
Georgia and Atlanta have one each— 
namely, John M. Graham of Marietta, 
Alex Stephens of Atlanta and A. W. 
Cozart of Columbus. - 

Some qualification must be made of 
this allignment, however, as John B. 
Hutcheson recently moved to Ashburn 
from north Georgia, where he has 
practiced law most of his life, and he 
will be claimed by both sections. As 
nephew of the great statesman of the 
Same name, Alex Stephens will be 
claimed by Tallaferro county as well as 
Fulton. John M. Graham has lived in 
Atlanta and Augusta, as well as in 
Marietta, and has received the indorse- 
ment of the Macon and Augusta bars. 

The fact remains, however, that the 
candidates are thickest in southwest 
Georgia, and, if the fight was on strict- 
ly local lines, ‘this might militate 
against them. John M. Graham {s the 
only candidate hailing from the ‘section 
north of the Chattahoochee river. 


A Fair Contest. 


Each candidate has a large circle of 
friends in all sections of the ‘state, and 
none is depending on local influence 
to elect him. Sectionalism its not ex- 
pected to play much figure. Roscoe 
Luke, of Thomasville, one of the ex- 
treme south Georgia candidates, was 
in Atlanta Saturday and talked very 
enthusiastically about the race from his 
point of view. 

“T have had the indorsement of twen- 
ty local bars,” he declared, “and have 
received many letters from friends in 
every section, north as well as south 
Georgia, assuring me of my election.” 

Several of the candidates have judi- 
cial experience. Judge George is now 
on the bench, having been judge of the 
Cordele circuit six years. Judge Kim- 
sey was judge of the northeastern cir- 
cuit for a number of years. 

Whatever else may be said, 
the candidates are honorable 
high standing in their respective com- 
munities, and lawyers of experience. 
It will be a fair fight, with no mud- 
slinging or other disgusting features 
a often characterize political con- 
ests.

While the experts are atressing the 
various methods of controlling and 
suppressing the pest, Mr. Price is ad- 
vocating the “live-at-home” and di- 
versification plan, which has roven 
so successful in battling wit the 
weevil wherever the farmers have 
followed this advice. By a combina- 
tion of the two methods, farmers in 
many sections of the south have con- 
tinued to secure profitable yields in 
spite of the weevil and its activities.

On Board U. S. Coast Guard Cutter 
McCulloch, Bering Sea, August 26.— 
(Via Wireless to Seattle.)—-The power 
schooner Great Bear, carrying the Arc- 
tic expedition headed by John Bor- 
den, of Chicago, and Captain Louis 
of Seattle, was wrecked on a 
innacle rock in Bering Sea August 10. 
he vessel was a total loss, but the 
entire party landed safely on St.. Mat- 
thews island, where they were found 
yesterday by the MeCulloch., 
The members of the party aboard 
the Great Bear were able to land tents 
and provisions on St. Matthews island 
and lived comfortably fifteen days un- 
til the McCulloch, which had been sent 
from Nome to search for the vessel, 
found them yesterday. Mr. Borden and 
his entire party were taken aboard the 
McCulloch, which started back to Nome 
last night. 


John Borden, a Chicago capitalist, 
sportsman and _ traveler, and Captain 
Louis Lane, of Seattle, owned the pow- 
er schooner Great Bear, which, includ- 
ing her equipment, cost $75.000. The 
boat was 137 feet long, 32-foot beam 
and had a draft of 14 feet and a speed 
of 7 knots per hour.

| Science Finds Way to Make Man faller 


i YOU are a son or daughter of the 

gods of a divine height you may uot 

be of that army corps that yearn to 
grow tall. 

It has remained for Professor T. Brails- 
ford Robertson, doctor of philosophy and 
science, and not of medicine, to discover 
the active agent in living tissues, which 
grows and causes an increase in the height 
of the individual. 

Observations have accumulated over 
the last dozen years or more to prove that 
tallness and giantism are intimately asso- 
elated with disorders of and growths in 
the pituitary gland or hypophysis. This 
bit of soft tissue resembles a double or 
twin chestnut in the burr and is suspended 
from under the brain into a nest or dugout 
over the nasal bone. 

Professor Robertson has just triumphed 
over many difficulties and obtained a bit of 
substance in the forepart of this, the 
pituitary gland, which will cause man and 
other animals to grow. 


It was found that this ageut or prin- 
ciple has definite chemical and pbysio- 
logical characteristics, is easily obtainable 
and can be made. of great service to hu- 
manity. He has named it “tethelin,” from 
the Greek word which means to grow. 

However, the dried tissue of the fore- 
part of the pituitary glands of the ox is 
boiled in the strongest aleohol, evaporated 
under pressure, redissolved in ether, re- 
moved from this, washed in alcohol and 
ether, dried and pulverized. 

Tethelin in amounts of about half a tea- 
spoonful is obtained from 500 head of cat- 
tle. That is to say, from thirty to forty- 
five grains of othelin comes from 300 
pituitaries of oxen, which will make it 
very, very expensive for those who wish 
to take some to become taller. 

When less than a grain of this pituitary 
extract is fed to mice over 4 weeks old it 
at first retards their growth in weight, but 
conspicuously hastens their increase in 
size and muscular power. 


Mice which have swallowed tethelin 
are, according to this savant, much more 
firmly and compactly built than the aver- 
age animals of the same age. Also they 
are bigger. 

The favorable effect upon the skin of 
tethelin proves that beauty is more than 
skin deep and, therefore, intimately inter- 
woven in the web and woof of the flesh 
and blood. 

The coats of grown-up animals which 
have been fed with tethelin retain beyoud 
middle and advanced age the glossy, silky 
appearance of the coats of young animals. 
The normal creatures six months prior to 
14 months have wrinklesy; shaggy coats, 
“staring” fur and discolorations. Those 
fed with tethelin are as beautiful as those 
6 and 7 months old. 

Experiments were also “brought to a 
victorious conclusion,” as the European 
belligerents report their various battles, itn 
the matter of fevers, anaemias, poor nour- 
ishment and like maladies.

From that time forth Miss McClure 
depended upon her new friend for suste- 
hance, clothing and _ transportation—in 
short, she was his.

How “Ticks” Cause Spotted Fever 


HE finding in the blood of hu- 

man beings, guinea-pigs and 

rats, suffering from Rocky Moun- 
tain spotted fever, of certain bodies 
which he believes have a causative 
relation to the disease, is announced 
by Dr. L. D. Fricks, surgeon, United 
States Public Health Service. 

In spotted fever blood stained by 
Giemsa’s method these appear as 
gmall extra-corpuscular granules, 
staining bright red and highly re- 
also as similarly sized 
bodies, surrounded by a pale halo. 

Dr. Fricks reports that the ticks 
that convey Rocky Mountain spotted 
fever pass the earlier cycles of their 
lives on chipmunks, ground squirrels 
and other small animals, migrating 
later to horses and tows. The fact 
that such rodents may serve as hosts 


for these ticks interferes with the ef- 
ficiency of dipping of horses and cows 
as a means for the eradication of the 
ticks. The availability of dipping is 
further limited by the relatively small 
area that any one dipping tank can 
serve, and the cost of constructing 
and operating large numbers of such 
tanks. 

The use of sheep as an agency for 
the freeing of tick-infested areas 
from such infestation is pointed out 
by Dr, Fricks. Ticks find their way 
readily into the wool of the sheep as 
they graze, and in the wool the ticks 
die or are at least carried forward 
as the sheep move. The grazing of 
the sheep from inhabited areas on- 
ward to uninhabited mountainous re- 
gions would tend toward the destruc- 
tion of the ticks or the carrying of 
them to places where they could do 
a minimum of harm to human beings.

Asa G. Candler, mayor-elect of Atlanta, 
has propounded a splendid text and set be- 
fore Atlanta a living and eternal sermon re- 
garding her duty to herself, to her neigh- 
bors, to the state and to the nation. 

Following the overwhelming victory of 
Thursday's primary, in which the people of 
Atlanta placed him at the head of their 
municipal affairs for the next two years, 
Mr. Candler made a statement to the people 
of Atlanta, in the course of which he said 
this:

NO MORE FREE LIST. 


In common with the papers, not only of 
Atlanta, but of the south and the country 
generally, The Constitution must suspend 
its freé list, not from any desire to deprive 
of the courtesy heretofore extended any one 
who, for good reason, may have been en- 
titled to it, but because of business condi- 
tions which have made this action impera- 
tive. 

The necessity for this step, which we 
announce with regret, grows out of the pres- 
ent scarcity and extraordinarily advanced 
price of white paper. It is not merely a 
question of expense, which is in itself an 
exceptionally large one, meaning an increase 
of many thousands of dollars annually in 
paper cost; but it involves also the even 
more serioug proposition of conserving 
white paper supplies regarding which the 
situation has recently grown so serious as 
to threaten the closing of some newspaper 
plants in various sectiong of the country, 
and to compel co-operation in the matter of 
paper conservation among the newspaper 
publishers all over the United States. 

A single copy of any newspaper iis, 
seemingly, a small thing; but 365 papers, 
one for each day in the year, grows quickly 
into pounds, and a number of free papers 
issued for a period of a year soon reaches 
tons. Under the conditions with which the 
trade is now contending, a ton of white 
paper is a thing of far more value than it 
ever was before; it has become of increased 


broad and wide as the nation; and he is oa poth in the matter of cost and that of 


going to live up to it. But the future of 
Atlanta is dependent not upon the work 
and energy and ability of one man alone, 
however capable, however willing and how: 
ever earnest he may be. Mr. Candler will 
Rhye to Atlanta the best that is in him both 
in time and talent; but any man’s effort, 
however forceful in ability and determined 
in purpose, must be a failure unless he is 
aided and supported in meeting the prob. 
lems he has to face by the great masses of 
the good people of the community whose 
interests are at stake. 

Fortunately for Atlanta, as well as for 
Mr. Candler, he is going to have that sup- 
port. Evidence of this was written in the 
magnificently overwhelming majority that

But henceforth all papers propose to put it 
upon the same basis; they will charge all 
alike for their subscriptions, and pay value 
received for each service rendered. 

There could be no more just basis than 
this, and newspapers the country over feel] 
that all will so regard and accept the new 
plan which conditions have made an impera- 
tive necessity. 


THE DEUTSCHLAND’S RETURN. 


The doughty Deutschland, the world’s 
first submarine merchantman, whose sudden 
appearance at Baltimore a few weeks ago 
with a million-dollar cargo of dyestuffs was 
the subject of world wonder and world in- 
terest, has performed an even more remark- 
able feat than her maiden trans-Atlantic 
trip, in returning safely home past barriers 
and through lanes of hostile, waiting war- 
ships, ready and eager to send her to the 
bottom with a well-directed shot. 

Nobody knew of her coming; it was kept 
@ profound secret. England may have sus- 
pected, but she did not know. Everybody 
knew of her proposed return; there was no 
secret about it; it was almost a broad day- 
light proposition. It was difficult to come 
nearly 3,000 miles; it was doubly, trebly, 
difficult to get back.

Deutschland, a development of the European 
war, ds not only a new and splendid tribute 
to German ingenuity and German heroism, 
but it marks an advance in the progress of 
submarine navigation with which every 
world power has got to reckon. 

If a submarine merchantman with a 
heavy cargo can cOme and go at will past 
and, perhaps, underneath waiting hostile 
fleets, assuredly a submarine war vessel of 
similar type can cross 3,000 miles of water, 
destroy a fleet and return to its home base, 
without dependence upon a foreign source 
of fuel or supplies. 

It means the United States has got to 
reckon with the possibilities in a hostile 
submarine of this wide radius of action, in 
the event of conflict with a foreign power. 
It carries equal threat to other nations 
which may, at one time or another, become 
involved. 

Bécause of the present Eurgpean war, the 
problem which the Deutschland’s remark: 
able trip presents is not, of course, a menace 
of today, so far as we are concerned. It 
may not be for many years to come. But 
preparedness demands its solution just as it 
necessitates readiness for defense at every 
other point. 

England has, in large part, at least, 
solved the submarine problem at and about 
her coast through employment of the papid 
motorboat; but the motorboat will not meet 
the new situation which has arisen in the 
performance of the Deutschland. 

The Deutschland’s trip offers us some- 
thing well worth thinking: about aside and 
apart from her wonderful and successful 
performance in transporting two valuable 
cargoes, under extraordinary difficulties, a 
distance of 6,000 miles! 


GOING FOR THE CRITICS. 


The Charlotte Observer is going without 
gloves after what it styles “the weepy-eyed 
philanthropists” of the north who see so 
much misery in labor conditions in southern 
cotton mills and factories, and yet overlook 
the grinding-down processes of their own 
sweat-shops, and the crowded squalor of 
their tenements. 

Our Charlotte contemporary is especially 
severe in its strictures on the northern car- 
toon, which dees not take account of child 
labor as it exists in the north. It says: 


The ragged children with the pinched 
faces do not exist in the south and the 
wonderfully impossible kind of machin- 
ary the children are pictured as tolling 
at proves conclusively that the cartoon- 
ists have never seen the interior of a 
cotton mill, But these marvelously con- 
ceived cartoons serve the purpose, It is 
upon evidence of this sort that the 
vicious sentiment against the south has 
been created and fostered. We are all 
barbarians down in this benighted sec- 
tion of a land that is godly only above 
the Mason and Dixon line, where civiliza- 
tion centers, where all is virtue, where 

‘the sweat-shop flourishes and where 
children starve in tenements that society 
may have cheap flowers for its hats! 

The northern child labor cartoon is in- 

deed true to life-—in the northern grind- 

eries. 

Where such misrepresentation oceurs it 
is in keeping with that long-distance criti- 
cism to which southern conditions have 
been subjected by those who appoint them- 
selves to sit in judgment on matters upon 
which they are often but superficially in- 
formed. 

It is but repeating truth to say that the 
south’s long-distance critics have much to 
do in sweeping before their own doors—a 
duty they are apt to neglect in order to 


hunt trouble away from home. 


IN THE RFBUILDING TIME. 


In Europe they are speculating on the 
rehabilitation of the country “after the war,” 
with all sorts of schemes for the great re- 
building time. 

In every one of these the American 
tourist plays an important part: he is the 
one to come down with the cash in greater 
measure than ever, for he will be willing to 
pay well for the privilege of seeing what 
will be left of Europe. 

As The Chicago Journal sees it, Europe, 
at that time, will be a valuable scrap heap, 
and “it may be that Europe’s workers will 
turn thrones and crowns into scrap, too.’’ 
Says The Journal: 


Last year, in these United States of 
America, $140,000,000 was paid for scrap 
iron. This is a big and wasteful country, 
but it cannot be using up metal at more 
than a fraction of the rate prevailing in 
the war zone. Thousands of tons of iron, 
not to mention copper, brass and lead, 
have been shot away at each of many 
narrow strips of the battle line. The top 
soil in the salient of Ypres, on the line 
north of Arras, on the Somme front, and 
above all at Verdun, must be so saturat- 
ed with metal as to be a sort of arti- 
ficial ore. Surely, in the bitter poverty 
which will be Europe's portion when she 
is through with war lords, that resource 
will not be forgotten. 


While the Americar tourist will doubt- 
less be: anxious to contribute his full share 
to the rejuvenation process, the real burden 
will fall on the junk assemblers of Europe.

The line to Inman Park for a long time 
was patronized by joyriders, just like tobog- 
xan slides and other novelties. 


ATLANTA’S FIRST ELECTION 
HELD IN JANUARY, 1848 

The first city election in Atlanta was held 

January 31, 1848, at “Kile’s Corner,” which 
was a store where is now located the Elkin- 
Watson Drug company. Only 245 votes were 
cast. The result was as follows: Mayor, 
Moses W. Formwalt; council, Dr. Benjamin 
F. Bomar, Jonas F. Smith, James A. Collins, 
R. M. Bullard, A. M. Walton and Pe 
Simpson, 

The first meeting was held February 2, 
in the store of Councilman-elect Smith. They 
elected the following officers at that meet- 
ing: Marshal, German M. Lester: deputy 
marshal, Thomas Shivers; city clerk, L. C. 
Simpson; city treasurer, O. Houston. 


LOCOMOTIVE 


TO COME TO ATLANTA 

The first locomotive that came to At- 
lanta was called the “Florida” and was used 
On the Western and Atlantic railroad. It 
was hauled in wagons from Madison, Ga., 
60 miles, and on its arrival the whole town 
turned out to see the “wonderful! piece of 
mechanism.” The engine was put together 
on the track of the roag@ and made a trip to 
Marietta, Ga., on December 24, 1842. The 
engineer on that occasion was W. F. Adair. 
A number of citizens made the trip to Mari- 
etta, and that town furnished a large party 
of enthusiastic citizens who came back with 
the excursionists. 

It is said that some of the party who 
went to Marietta on this occasion made the 
engineer promise to stop the train when it 
arrived at the bridge over the Chattahoochee 
river and let them get off the cars and 
walk across the structure. This the engineer 
promised and faithfully complied with the 
request of the over-timid.

Celeste Parish Discusses 
Accomplishments of Mountain 
“Courthouse School’’ 


By Isma Dooiy. . 

Miss Celeste Parish, supervisor of Geor- 
gia's rural school work under the state de- 
partment of education, has given a practical 
demonstration for the past few weeks in one 
of the most direct ways, to begin the work 
of decreasing illiteracy in Georgia. Having 
studied the problem of illiteracy as it pre- 
sents itself in Georgia, Miss Parish, in ac- 
cord with other students of the problem, 
believes that the school for the child is but 
one angle of the solving. She believes that 
the school work must extend through the 
community into the home, and draw into 
interest the oldest as well as the youngest 
element of the population. She chose the 
county courthouse as the center of work, 
and Clayton county as the county for the 
experiment. 

She has just returned to her offices in the 
state capitol, and claims to be refreshed 
rather than fatigued, though she has worked 
morning, afternoon and evening. 

“I taught in every session of the ‘court- 
house’ school, and one cottage group,” ex- 
plained Miss Parish. 

“I atose at 6:30 Eastern time; left my 
home at 7:30; walked over a mile to the 
home where I taught; gave one hour there. 
I arrived at the courthouse by 10 o'clock; 
taught until 4 p. m. and then returned at 
eight to teach until 10 o’clock p. m. 

“It was strenuous, but I am so giad I 
did it. Not only do Il know now how it ought 
to be done, but I can say to the unwilling 
servers: ‘I did it.’ 


The Beginning. 

“Ig was announced that teachers would 
be at the Clayton county courthouse for the 
summer school from 10 to 12 a. m., from 2 
to 4 p. m., and from 8 to 10 at night, from 
July 81 to August 11, and that ali persons 
over 18 who wished to learn would be taught 
reading, writing and arithmetic. Very little 
advertising was done, and practically no can- 
vassing. The simple announcement in the 
county newspaper repeated a few times was 
all that was done in the way of propaganda. 
I was in charge of the work, and was the 
only teacher present the first morning, and 
I confess I was extremely skeptical of re- 
eu Before the first day was over, I called 
in other teachers, and at night foun 
necessary to provide a large number. Me 
had walked from places three and fou 
miles away, and were eagerly reaching out 
for all the help they would get. There were 
a few old men and women, but the majority 
were still under middle age, many of them 
being under 265. 

Regular Attendance.

hdlf of these came every day. It had been 
intended that each student should have only 
two hours of instruetion daily, but this was 
found to be impossible. Quite a number de- 
manded to be taught through both day ses- 
sions and night as well, and the teachers 
were finally obliged to yield to the pressure 
for a longer day session. 

“It was found that a number of house 

mothers wanted to be taught, but could not 
leave their homes, and groups were taught 
in idea homes so as to provide for this 
need. 
“The eagerness with which this instruc- 
tion was sought was astonishing. The stu- 
dents were never ready to close their work, 
but always lingered trying to get a little 
more, The rapidity with which they learned 
was a Surprise to all observers. A number 
learned to read fairly well in a few days. 
Une young carpenter who had had one week's 
instruction previously came to each session 
for one week and to the night sessions for 
the remainder of the time. He learned to 
read intelligently, to write a creditable let- 
tr, to add, subtract, multiply by three terms, 
and to divide, using both long and short di- 
vision, He learned also séme-very simple 
percentage and interest, and did some work 
in board measure. There was no time to 
teach him spelling, except in an incidental 
way, but when he came to tell me good-by, 
he had a blue-back speller under his arm. 
He had previously gained possession of two 
arithmetic books, and was bent upon con- 
tinuing his education. 


An Elderly Farmer. 


“A prominent farmer, 58 years old, came 
the second week. He could already read 
print intelligently, but had never read any 
writing or written even his own name. After 
two days his wife, 60 years old, joined him, 
and both undertook to learn to write. At 
the end of six days for the husband, and four 
for the wife, both could write a neat and 
legible letter. The emulation between the 
two, and the willingness of the husband to 
ccord the quicker mind to the wife, was 
eautiful to see. 

“‘How can you be so patient? he asked 
me one day. ‘It is the most interesting work 
l ever did,’ was my reply, and I insist that

Individual Work. 


“It was found best to make the instruc- 
tion almost entirely individual, hence a 
goodly number of teachers were necessary.

Nowhere, I believe, do you find more 
beautiful and elegant courthouses than in 
the state of Virginia. Having visited almost 
every county in the state, 1 fail to recall a 
single temple of justice, new or old, that 
does not instantly impress you with the 
majesty of the law. I Nave never been in 
but one courthouse in Georgia, and I will try 
to describe what I saw, which was shocking: 

It was in a neighboring county, and a 
celebrated case was being tried. The day 
was warm and many men had their coats 
off. Many small, brown foot-tubs, appar- 
ently, were placed about-—as many as 
twelve, I should say, and an inquiry devel- 
oped the fact that they were “spittoons,”’ 
and they soon spoke for themselves. 

As the witness approached the judge, a 
person nearby greeted him with a sing-song, 
mumbled without end or beginning, which 
the witness acknowledged informally, if at 
all, and when I asked what that was I was 
told it was am oath! The judge leaned back 
nonchalantly in a split-bottom chair with his 
feet crossed nearly as high as his head. The 
jury—my, the jury! They were all dozing, 
some audibly, not one apparently concerned 
with the business at hand. There was only 
a human life at stake! Now and then one 
would rouse himself, make a dive, or a near- 
dive, at his little tub and relapse into the 
appearance of somnolence. On entering, my 
escort had presented me with a bag of pea- 
nuts, and the floor and benches were all 
covered with hulls, showing that many oth- 
ers had refreshed themselves on former oc- 
casions. 

“Shades of the great departed,” thought 
I, “is this any way to conduct ae court!” 
Where is the majesty of the law that should 
be a terror to all evil-doers? Perhaps when 
women attend court the officials will spruce 
up a bit and have the floors swept and the 
“rentlemen of the jury” wash and comb up 
some. Perhaps. Who knows? The supreme 
court of the United States is hedged about 
with every barrier of dignity, but they don't 
need it. Every judge should wear a gown. 
It is the mantle of authority. Most of all, 
it is necessary in a lawless or uncultured 
community where such a badge would be 
most appealing. Every one must and does 
respect appearances. The nutn’s vows would 
not be so sacred if made in a bunched up 
pannier and frilling that didn’t match!

ASSISTANTS TO ORDINARIES. 

The legislature also authorized, I believe, 
the employment of a woman clerk in every 
courthouse as assistants. We intend to in- 
vite each of these ladies to become members 
of the Habersham chapter so as to increase 
their respect and appreciation of old docu- 
ments and papers. Their presence can un- 
doubtedly do a great work in these offices. 
tarely are they kept as they should be, and 
more rarely is there a place to keep them 
decently. Sometimes they are chucked into 
an old goods box, which on occasion takes 
the place of the little brown foot-tub. In 
all cases, they are covered with the dust 
of ages, and crumbling to decay. 

Some years ago tthe Habersham chapter 
had copied valuable lists of important docu- 
ments in every county in the state previous 
to 1820. These lists were published in our 
Volume III., Historical Collections, and could 
not now be reproduced, as the faded and 
worn originals in many cases are now be- 
yond repatir. 

Another thing: It has lately come to our 
knowledge that in a county of Georgia a 
man has. removed a lot of papers which bore 
the signature of his father, a former em- 
ployee of the court. This fact was promptly 
reported to the member of the legislature 
from that county. The documents were of 
no particular value to the thief, and they 
were certainly not his property. Let us 
hope that when a woman gets in these of- 
fices she will arrange things in a neater 
and more systematic manner, and that she 
will keep a sharp eye on visitors.

French Cadet Writes 


Interesting Letter 


Of National Holiday 


Andre Coutellier, Who Is 


Cadet at French “West 


Point,” Describes Celebra- 


tion at Paris in Letter to 
His Father. 


G. Coutellier, of Baltimore, Md., a 
frequent business visitor to Atlanta, is 
in receipt of a very interesting letter 
from his son, Andre Coutellier, who is 
in France, which he has forwarded to 
The Constitution. His son, who is an 
officer-pupil at the military school of 
Joinville le Pont, Seine, France. This 
echool is very similar to West Point, 
and turns out the finest officers of the 
French army. The letter deals with 
the large military review, a national 
fete, which is celebrated on the 14th 
of July, and corresponds to our Fourth 
of July. He describes in a vivid way 
the morale of the young men and the 
sentiments of the people in France to- 
day. The letter is as follows: 

My dear Father: Yesterday we cel- 
ebrated a 14th of July that I will re- 
member all my life. The inhabitants 
of Paris have given us an unimagin- 
able reception of enthusiasm. It was 
@ true delirium. You will realize it 
more when you read the newspapers 
that Iam sending you. But now I wish 
to give a detailed account of the day 
we spent. 

First, call at 4 a. m. in order to take 
the 6:15 train at Joinville, which 
brought us to the Bastille at 6. Just 
at that moment the rain began to fall 
and concinued when we arrived at the 
Esplananade des Invalides about 8. Our 
school occupied the entire width of the 
sidewalk of one side of the Alexandre 
Ill. bridge, and the battalion of the St. 
(yr school occupied the opposite side. 
The rain continues to pour down and 
s00n we were drenched, which is not 
very agreeable. 

At last, however, at about a quarter 
to nine, the trumpet resounded and 
the General Dubail inspected us. The 
presence of that general is splendid. 
Fifteen minutes later we were in- 
spected by President Poincaire, who 
crosses the bridge in order to go to 
the presidential stand-tribune. He was 
bare-headed and I noticed that he look- 
ed older by many years since the war 
began. 

As soon as he passed we went to the 
station of the Quai d’Orsay, where we 
ate the cold meal that each of us had 
carried in his knapsack. At that mo- 
ment it happily stopped raining and 
the sun began to shine. 

We reassembled at half-past 10 and 
prep.red to defile. On front of us 
passed successively the Belgian troops, 
English, Indian and Russian contin- 
gents. At last it was .our turn to go 
and we defiled at the head of the 
French troops with the battalion ofthe 
St. Cyr school. Hardly were we off 
the Alexandre III when we were 
greeted with loud acclamations, “Here 
thev are! Les Poilus! Vive la France!” 
You can say what you will, but noth- 
ing makes your heart beat faster than 
to se@ thousands of heads with hag- 
gard eyes, all shouting like mad men. 
We were literally covered with flow- 
ers from the Champs Elysees to La 
Basti Place de la Republique. It was 
an undescribable ovation; the crowd 
is enormous on the steps of La Made- 
leine church, there being thousands 
and thousands of spectators. We 
marched as if we were mad, not notic- 
ing the weight of our heavy knap- 
sack. Our defile was marvelous and 
our drilling of arms perfect. 

The commandant of our school pre- 
sented a splendid appearance. He is an 
officer of Zouaves, with the Legion d’ 
Honneur, the War Cross and many other 
decorations. You cannot imagine how 
popular he was with the spectators. 
About every hundred yards a lady 
brought him a bouquet of flowers un- 
til after a short time he was obliged 
to hand some of them over to a lieu- 
tenant marching behind him. 

Finally we reached the Place de la 
Itepublique, where we again broke for- 
mation. Then we went up tWe Boule- 
vard Beaumarchasis in order to take 
the return train to Joinville at La 
Bastille. After a time we reached 
our Joinville school, not at all tired 
by the long kilometers at the parade. 

“Today I have a leave of absence of 
forty-eight hours and am staying in 
l’aris, where the weather is perfect. I 
hope that you will be pleased with the 
details contained in this letter.

Lipton on Salesmanship 


Sir Thomas Lipton, merchant prince 
and prince of sportsmen, sends a breezy 
message to the World’s Salesmanship 
congress at Detroit. As an introduction 
to a discussion of the serious phases 
of salesmanship, Sir Thomas says:. 

“The ideal condition for the salesman 
on the water are a sunny atmosphere 
and a strong, true and steady breeze, 
and for a salsman of commerce a sun- 
ny and cheery mental atmosphere and 
a strong, reliable and attractive line 
of goods. They must both be sports- 
men at heart, ready and prepared to 
take the bad weather with the good, 
depression an@ squalls equally with 
prosperity and fair winds, and both 
must-play the game squarely and hon- 
estly. 

“The salesman of commerce, usinz 
other than straightforward methods 
may get the weather of his customer 
once and land him with a ‘dud’ deal, 
or ‘soak’ him in the matter of price, 
but he dare not show his face in that 
quarter again, and the only man who 
can do this with anything like impu- 
nity is the one whose territory is big 
enough to make his one round last a 
lifetime.” 

Sir Thomas adds that the first essen- 
tial of success in salesmanship is to 
have a good article to sell, ‘‘as unless 
the salesman has faith in his own line, 
he can hardly hope to: persuade or en- 
thuse his customer, and having that 
faith he should endeavor ~ impart it 
to his customer.’ 

The second essential of success Sir 
Thomas holds to be the ability 
salesman to ascertain what 
wants and to try to induce

LESS A TRADE, 
MORE A SCIENCE 


Merchandising is becoming less and 
less a trade and more and more a 
science. The truth of this will not be 
brought home to the whole business 
world at once, but it is gradually be- 
ing brought home. Some merchants 
are coming to a point ‘where they mer- 
chandise scientifically because they 
realize that scientific methods must 
govern their operations; others are 
coming to the point where they mer- 
Chandise scientifically without actual- 
ly having reached the stage where 
they realize exactly what they are do- 
ing and why. And a great many mer- 
chants are still moving along ina sort 
of rut and doing their buying and their 
selling, their collecting and their pay- 
ing, their planning and their harvest- 
ing in a listless sort of way. But the 
commercial history of this country, as 
it is being written day by day, reveals 
the fact that the little fellow who em- 
ploys scientific methods is forging 
ahead while the big fellow who is using 
old and antiquated methods is falling 
behind. It will take the business inter- 
ests of the country, in their entirety, a 
long time to get thoroughly imbued 
with the idea that business must be 
conducted scientifically, that methods 
must be tested out, and continued only 
if they prove efficient. But the thing 
is bound to come. While it is coming, 
the pioneers will be the men who will 
be the big fishes in business at the 
time when this change has geen gen- 
erally brought about, while the follow- 
ers-on will be the small fries.—Mer- 
chants and Manufacturers’ Journal.
